Only the motifs for 
the laundry bag are furnished in the transfer, and not the shape. Un- 
bleached muslin may be used, with a bias binding and‘draw-strings of 
linen to match the color scheme of the room. The Chinese hats are 
of yellow chambray, buttonhole-stitched with brown floss, and the 
queues which spell the word ‘‘Laundry”’ are done in black chain stitch. 
Whatever color is used for the binding is also employed to outline the 
bodies of the Chinamen.
